Response to Arguments 
1. Applicant's arguments filed 3/21/2005 with respect to claims 1, 3 & 4 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings (Figs. 1 & 2) were received on 3/21/2005. These drawings are 
accepted. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted 
on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall 
have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such 
treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 & 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Gindele 
etal(US 6,785,421). 



Regarding claim 1, Gindele discloses a method for capturing metadata in a 
captured scene (Figs. 7-12, col. 17, lines 40-57) comprising: 
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(a) determining attributes in the scene (i.e., color, texture, color composition) 
which may be used for deriving metadata about the scene (col. 13, line 45 - col. 1 8, line 

5); 

(b) after image capture of the scene, reading the metadata of the captured scene 
from a digital presentation of the capture scene and (c) providing commercial 
advertisement based on the discerned metadata (see col. 2, lines 12-45; col. 7, lines 40- 
50; col. 9, line 62 - col. 10, line 30 and col. 18, lines 40-60). 

Regarding claim 4, Gindele clearly discloses that step (b) includes discerning 
landmarks in the scene (i.e., ocean/beach resort, swimming pool, automobiles, etc.). See 
col. 8, Hne 65 - col. 9, line 30, 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gindele et 

al (US 6,785,421) in view of Stubler et al (US 6,804,684). . 

Regarding claim 3, Gindele also discloses that the digital representation of the 
captured scene may include people or a group of people to be discerned (see col. 9, lines 
30-45). However, Gindele is silent about discerning facial characteristics in the scene. It 
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is clearly taught by Stubler that features as face, skin, grass, open space, background vs. 
foreground and the like in a digital image can be used to detect region metadata in a well 
known technique in the art (see Stubler, col. 6, lines 55-67). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
combine the teachings of Gindele and Stubler for not only discerning landmarks in a 
scene but also discerning facial characteristics in the scene in a well-known fashion when 
analyzing region metadata of a captured scene.
